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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1,3,7-14 are allowed over cited prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 and 8, the cited prior art fails to disclose a common mode rejection amplifier 
including first and second input transistors to form a first differential input stage, and 
third and fourth input transistors to form a second differential input stare, the first and 
second differential input stages coupled in parallel and a plurality of low pass filters 
coupled to the common mode rejection amplifier to produce a band pass amplifier 
response; an input amplifier having first and second differential outputs; wherein the 
plurality of low pass filters comprises first and second low pass filters coupled to receive 
signals from the first differential output of the input amplifier, and third and fourth low 
pass filters coupled to receive signals from the second differential output of the input 
amplifier, and wherein the first and third low pass filters are coupled to provide signals 
to the first and second input transistors, respectively, of the first differential input stare, 
and the second and fourth low pass filters are coupled to provide signals to the third and 
fourth input transistors, respectively, of the second differential input stage.
